ALIFORNIA is demanding its share of the New Deal, and 

is setting about to take it “regardless,” as they say. 

Our state has advantages of climate which make it a/| 
refuge for the homeless and destitute. A ranchwoman told | 
me yesterday that she had been feeding hungry men for four | 
years, and that seventy per cent of them had wandered in 
from other states. Perhaps that explains why we have a| 
million and a quarter of our population dependent upon | 
public charity. Every four persons in California have to| 
carry an idle person on their backs, and the backs are begin- 
ning to break. In spite of a sales tax which takes one cent 
from the poor every time they buy 15 cents worth of food, 
the state now has a $30,000,000 deficit, and it will be close 
to $100,000,000 by the end of this year. 

That means more taxes, and already a large percentage 
of our people have lost their homes and ranches to the state 
or to the banks. Discontent is spreading among all classes, 
and the public temper is close to boiling point. We have 
strikes among our farm workers, ruthlessly put down; and 
as I write blood is flowing in the streets of San Francisco.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


You've probably heard the story of the polite 
gentleman strap-holder in the crowded street- 
car. A lady jammed against him was fumbling 
for her purse in her inner clothing 

“Let me pay for you,” he pleaded. When 
she protested that he was an utter stranger, 
he added: “My reason for 
offering is that you've unbut- 
toned my suspenders three 
times already in trying to get 
into your pockets.” 

A number of wealthy cor- 
porations in Canada have 
been making a profession of 
patriotism in subscribing 
huge amounts to the new 
Dominion 342 per cent re- 
funding loan. 

On the face of it, it looks 
like a gesture of generosity, accepting a 3% 
per cent refunding bond in place of 5 and 5% 
per cent war loans. But the buyers don't lose 
sight of the way in which taxpayers every where 
are rising in rebellion against high interest 
rates. With municipalities in the west taking 
steps to suspend interest payments and convert 
at lower rates, they feel the same impulse to- 
wards safety as did the generous stranger in 
the streetcar. 

Morals are a matter of latitude and long- 
itude. They grow out of the economic urgen- 
cies of the time. What is highly moral in one 
place or at one time may be highly immoral in 
another place or at another time. Freedom of 
the subject is the most treasured possession of 
democracy, but when democracy is threatened 
by war, the freedom of the subject gives way 
to the state’s need for soldiers. Murder, the 
most abhorrent of crimes in days of peace, be- 
comes then a sacred and esteemed duty. A 
Canadian real estate and insurance man who 
developed skill at organizing wholesale killings 
of the enemy is given a title and emoluments 
and honors he could never have 
achieved by plarining beautiful sub-divisions 
or protecting a million homes against the loss 
of their breadwinner 

Lotteries—except for church purposes—have 
been regarded as highly immoral by British 
people. Both in England and in Canada it has 
been declared a criminal offence to conduct 
lotteries—with the exception noted. Only the 
wicked French, the unruly Irish and the ques- 
tionable people of Calcutta and Cuba hold lot- 
teries without criminality. 

Usury, outlawed in the Middle Ages, has 
since seen its contracts clothed with a special 
sanctity. Now under stress of necessity, the 
law of sanctity of usury contracts is giving way. 
Conversions and refundings are taking place. 
Similarly, a change of view is taking place in 
regard to the holding of lotteries. The national 
Conservative party of Britain—surely the re- 
pository of all that is law-abiding and respect- 
able—last week in convention at Bristol, by 
vote approved the holding of national lotteries. 
We may expect to see the law under which 
the Duke of Argyll was recently convicted for 
organizing a hospital charity drawing, swept 
into the discard, and a British lottery held. 

Sir William Davison, M.P., who submitted 
the resolution, said that between $200,000,000 
and $250,000,000 had left Britain for foreign lot- 
teries in the last few years. His figures seem 
modest. That amount of money must have left 
Canada for the Irish sweeps in the past five 
years. 

Sir William suggests the sale of ten shilling 
tickets through the British post offices. One 
would buy a ten shilling lottery ticket with the 
same ease as buying a ten shilling postal note 
One-half of the proceeds would go towards the 
prize fund and the other half toward the state. 
Now that the British Tories have approved the 
principle of holding state lotteries we may ex- 
pect to see the movement for a Canadian lottery 
revived.

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Ireland has done very well for its hospitals 
out of its sweeps, and has raised huge sums 
through the taxation of the sweeps to aid its 
tariff war against Britain. One fully equipped 
hospital at Moville on the Donegal side of 
Lough Foyle, though built and equipped in 1921, 
has never had a patient in the thirteen years of 
its existence How very different from our 
own hospitals, all of which are in debt, most of 
which are over-crowded, with thousands of 
people unable to obtain needed hospital treat- 
ment owing to lack of funds. We certainly pay 
a high price in Canada in pain and suffering 


godly people who think that lotteries—except 
for church purposes—are sinful. 

There will be organized resistance toward 
sweepstakes in Britain just as there has been 
in Canada. As in the fight against the evils 
of prohibition in United States, there will be 
some strange alliances of the unco’ guid and the 
underworld. The organized gambling interests 
will join with the pietists to oppose the holding 
of sweepstakes, just as the leundry interests are 
oppos@i to nudism. Probe conduct where you 
will, the economic factor usually deterraines 
the mora! attitude. 

National lotteries might go a long way to- 
ward starving out the gambling joints that in- 
fest many Canadian cities. The young deck- 
hand who lost his job under circumstances I 
told of in this column a few days ago, told me 
this morning of en odd run of luck. 

It started when he and another out-of-work 
were looking in a drugstore window. The other 
chap sighted a half-dollar piece beneath a street 
grating. He was wondering how he might ob- 
tain it. The grating was bolted down. Diplo- 
macy had to be used 

“I went in the drugstore,” said my inform- 
ant, “and said to the druggist: ‘I've just dropped 
a half-dollar down your grating. Do you mind 
if I go into your basernent and it?’?”

“PUMPKIN SWEETMEAT: Scrape the seeds 
and pithy membrane from a pumpkin about 
five inches in diameter, after having sliced off 
the top in one piece to resemble a lid. Fill 
pumpkin with the following mixture: 

1 Part chopped nuts (walnuts, almonds or 

pecans) 

2 Parts seedless raisins 

2 Parts sliced or chopped apples 

2 Parts dates, seeded and chopped. 

Return the lid to the pumpkin and place in 
moderate oven. Bake until apples are tender. 
Test them by mashing with a fork. Serve from 
the shell hot or cold. The portions should be 
small, topped with a dab of whipped cream if 
desired, and a little juice from stewed fruit. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—B. C. writes: “For some time I 
have had a dull pain just under the ribs on the 
right side, not severe enough to make it seem 
necessary to go to the doctor, but enough to 
make me uncomfortable a lot of the time, and 
now I believe it is getting worse. What would 
be your suggestion in my trouble?” 

ANSWER—Dull pain just below the ribs 
on right side at the point nearest the naval 
may indicate gall bladder trouble. If sharp, 
associated with cramping, it may indicate the 
passage of a gall stone, although I have seen 
several cases of the latter occurring without the 
abdominal cramps. Appendicitis pains gen- 
erally start in the pit of the stomach and shoot 
down to the right side, just above the pubic 
bone. If the pain is a little higher it is prob- 
ably caused by gas in the caecum (that part 
of the large colon just above the appendix). 
My suggestion for you is that you have a thor- 
ough examination by a competent physician, 
then if you wish to send me his report, together 
with a large self-addressed stamped envelope, 
I shall be glad to give you such advice as I 
may deem helpful in your case.

Department Chief Explains THRESHING LATE 


Serious Situation Fac- 
ing Province — Steps! 


Taken Solve Difficulty 


Sale of the Alberta Govern- 
ment Telephones rural lines to 
the people they had served, at 
@cpreciated values, was decided 


upon to eliminate as a cuarge 
against the funds of the prov- 
ince or the telephone system, the 
loss now being suffered in oper- 
ation, and to obviate the creation 
of any interest charge for new 
capital, according to Hon. George 
Hoadley, minister of health and 
telephones, in a statement issued 
Friday dealing with the cntire 
government telephone situation. 


The amount of capital required 
to restore the lines to efficiency 
would have been $4,500,000. 

The text of the Minister's state- 
ment, given in reply to representa- 
tions for such an exposition of the 
telephone situation. is as follows: 

“A great many statements have 
been made that the present govern- 
ment has allowed the telephone 
system to deteriorate through bad 
management and neglect, until it 
is a serious liability to the prov- 
ince 

“In the practical operation of the 
telephone business, there are, three 
distinct divisions, namely,  ex- 
change, which includes the supply- 
ing of service to subscribers in 
cities, towns and villages; rural, 
which includes service to farmers 
and others by means of party lines 
extending outside of the urban 
freas and toll or long 
which includes the inter-connection 
of all these subscribers through 
their centres with each other in 
this province and with centres in 
other provinces of the Dominion 
and the United States. 

PAYING WAY 

“All the physical part of the pro- 
perty has been constructed accord- 
ing to the recognized standards 
governing such work and that of 
the exchange and toll has not only 


been kept to that standard but has | 


been modernized by the practical 
application of the scientific devel- 
opment in telephony. These two 
divisions, while greatly reduced in 
revenue, are paying all operating 
and maintenance charges, interest 
and sinking fund and making a 
contribution toward the deprecia- 
tion reserve. 

“In effect, they are doing as well 
&s most telephone systems during 
these times. 

“It is the rural division of the sys- 
tem to which attention is drawn. 
Alberta is the only system in Can- 


ada, except that of Manitoba, which | 


owns the rural lines on such a tre- 
mendous _ scale. Manitoba rural 
territory is much smaller in area 


than this province. Rural lines are 
always operated at a loss owing to 
the cost of extending lines in pro- 
portion to the number of telephones 


which may be expected per mile, |
